THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Governor Marshall's annual message 


Is a strong document that deals in a 
statesmanlike 
way 
with 
Important 


questions that affect the welfare of 
tho people. It covers a wide range 
and makes many recommendations and 


from most of these there will be no 
dissent. They deal with concerns that 
lie close to the people. 


His recommendation tnat the county 


option law be amended and modified 
so as to make cities, towns and town- 
ships the unit of prohibition of saloons 
we believe merely urges what Is a 
foregone conclusion and what In the 
sequel will prove a mistake both as 
to public morals nnd to prosperity <« 
the democratic party In Indiana. Since 
the results of the Indiana elections 
were known it has been quite well un- 
derstood what would be the fate of the 
county option law, though many dem-' 
octatn 
In the legislature represent 


constituencies that are strongly In 
favor of the law as it stands. - The 
governor urgently recommends that 


along with the change of the unit of 
option there be supplementary legisla- 
tion purposed to put a curb on the 
saloon business, both as to cost of its 
privileges and as to number of sa- 
loons. 


Other recommendations of the, mes- 


sage will make powerful appeal to 
the approving Judgment of the people 
of Indiana. 
The governor wants a 


corrupt practices act and a tlmroue'n 
primary election law, and he asks for 
a registration law that will protect the 
ballot against the suffrages of men 
wholly unfit 
to vote. 
He properly 


asks for power to remove unfaithful 
public servants from office 
and 
he 


wants a workingmen's compensation 
law. 
He proposes a referendum law 


with respect to acts of the legislature 
and he would have two sessions of 
that body—one In December and an- 
other In May. He asks for anti-trust 
legislation, for more stringent regula- 
tion of banks and trust companies and 
for enactments to prevent monopoliza'' 
tlon oT Indiana water 
powers. 
He 


would have county officers serve terms 
of a uniform length of four years and 
he would amend the public accounting 
law so that local authorities and not 
the attorney general 
should Initiate 


suit for recovery of public money mis- 
appropriated. 


There are other recommendations ct 


more or less Importance and amon 
them is one the legislature will do 
well to heed. The governor circum- 
stantially points out that the state's 
finances are In a bad way and tha 
economy is not merely desirable, but 
is imperative. In conclusion the gov- 
ernor expresses the 
hope that the 


legislature will In all ways deserve 
public approbation and he expresses 
himself 
with 
such 
solemnity 
that 


somehow he gives the impression he 
Is harassed with doubt.

University 
of 
Pennsylvania.

child was an abnormal product, sullen, 
savage, unkempt and desperate at the 
time she came under observation at the 
clinic yet even then she showed signs 
of an entirely different 
personality, 


gentle, loving, tractable, which 
ap- 


peared fleetlnsly ana then disappeared. 


For two years the specialists at the 


university have battled with the sav- 
age in her, and the story of tho man- 
ner in which the better 
personality 


has been forced to dominate, of the 
physical disabilities which have been 
overcome, ot the fight against the 
beast in ,thc child, nnd of the lapses 
into rebellion after the. conquest has 
been almost made form a wonderful 
chapter In the study of child psychol- 
ogy with the Jekyll and Hyde termina- 
tion reversed. 
*•" 


In the current Tiumber of the Psy- 


chological Clinic, Dr. Llghtner Wit- 
mer, head of the department of psy- 
chology, tells In minute and absorbing 
detail the story of the transformation 
of "Mary," as "ho calls the little girl, 
and "presents in terse and logical *e- 
nuence the facts in the development 
of the case. 
His word picture of the 


child as she originally was Is a power- 
ful bit ot character study. ' 


Child's Undaunted Spirit. 


After describing her as fierce, dis- 


heveled, rebellious, given to biting and 
scratching like an animal, and an ut- 
ter stranger to the ways of decent 
people, he says of her: 


-Of all the mills of character which 


I noticed at the first, examination, I 
wns drawn especially 10 what I rnnnot 
but .call her "spiritual courage. Neither 
an isolated farm life with a. feeble- 
minded mother, scarcely able to sup- 
port herself, nor an cilmhou.se experi-

rebel. And yet rebel though she was, 
irrc-presslble lo the very core of her 
being, she was Just the child to follow

love. She \vnVdemonstrallve and pos- 
sessed Of sl/ong affection. 
Physical- 


ly unattractive she was living in the 
atmosphere 
nf having Her advanc >s 


repelled." 


Mary was taken to '.lie clinic, 


tho Children's Aid society, of which 
she was a ward, and her firs^ appear- 
ance brought nothing very encourag- 
ing to thxise who wished to help her. 
Her 'ixirentage was rather vasrue.

was believed her mother and sister 
were feeble 
minded, 
and 
that her 


father had deserted her mother. Apart 
from what was known of her past 
history there was every physical evi- 
dence to prove the child a mental and 
moral 
degenerate. 
Doctor

years old. She sat huddled together 
on her chair, her head, covered with 
short tousled hair, thrust well for- 
ward her shoulders somewhat elevat- 
ed.

Uncontrollable and'Dangerous.

uncontrollable and dangerous, rushln 
at adults and children and biting an 
scratching them. 
The caretaker re 


ported that it was necessary to gw 
her valerian every day In order t 
quiet her. She was In the habit o 
biting herself In sullen rage and a 
times it was said she clutched at he 
throat. 


Just nt this time Mary's dual per 


sonality, that had been manifest fro 
time to time, appeared more marke 
than ever. She was given in charge 
of a teacher, to whom she became at- 
tached 
Her better self became more 


a'nd more apparent, but it was con- 
stantly at war with her old savage 
nature. 
She would have fits of rage 


and bite and tear, and then she would 
become docile and easily managed. In 
describing her when she was placed in 
a new hotnc. Dr. Witmer says: 


"Ten days after she was placed in 


this private family T entered her in 
the first grade of a Philadelphia pub- 
lic school, where she remained for a

The vaeriest busybody could hardly 


sit through the performance "f "The 
World and His Wife." as portrayed by 
William 
Faversham 
and 
bis 
wife. 


Julie Opp. and other actors of artistic 
worth, at the Majestic last night, un- 
moved or without a self-promise to 
at least try to keep the upperhand of 
his curiosity. 
Indeed one would need

of 
elephantine thickness TO 


witness this play without experienc- 
ing a prick of self-inflicted censure

thing other than he should from the 
standpoint of right and wrong. 
The 


play presents in sharp contrast three 
beautiful characters, Julian, his wife 
and their mutual friend, the young 
Spaniard. Against them, appearing to 
mean well but in truth making the 
most ofthetroubie, are Julian's broth- 
er, his wife 
and 
their son. Their 


readiness to think evil nnd believe evil 
rather than good is the undoing of 
Julian's family and a -.veb of false 
appearances is woven about them un-

Certain astringent lotions may be 


used with good effect upon hands or 
feet that are 
inclined 
to moisture, 


even when the weather is cold, and 
in winter 
especially 
such 
moisture 


must not continue, for if it does al- 
most inevitably chilblains will come. 
Also once it becomes chronic it is far 
more difficult to cure, and the condi- 
tion itself results in ruin to gloves, 
hosiery and the lining of ^hoes. 


Persons whose hands perspire, even 


though cold, should never wear fur 
gloves, and it is better to avoid those 
having any interllnlngs. 
The reason 


for this is that once the linings have 
become rnnist 
they 
induce 
further 


moisture of the hands each time the 
covering is put on. Giving room for 
free use of the fingers is highly im- 
portant, for otherwise circulation will 
be checked, and the difficulty cannnt 
be controlled. 


Spirits of camphor, 
rubbed either 


on the palms or on the soles as may 
he needed, is excellent for pronounced 
moisture. 
On the feet this camphor 


is to be ruh'oed in night and morning, 
and also, -n-hen possible, just before 
going out of doors, Frictionlng must 
be brisk, for on normal circulation de- 
pends improvement of the local con- 
dition.

Lexington, Ky., Jan. 6.—For the first 


time In the history of Breathitt county 
the citizens are witnessing a real live 
manhunt, with the principal recog- 
nized as one of the county's most dar- 
ing desperadoes. Never In the palm- 
iest day of Judge Jim Harglu and 
Sheriff Ed Callahan was there any- 
thing similar to the hunt for "Bad 
Jake" Noble, who was schooled under 
Hargls and Callahan. The men taking 
part in the chase are unusually cau- 
tious lest they fall a victim to the un- 
erring- aim of the noted feudlst. 


Noble killed Wesley Turner, the 


jailer of Breathitt county, but just why 
he should have a price of $600 put on 
his head for this, crime Is more than 
be can understand, as tliree other men 
had 
fallen 
to his trusty weapon at 


»ther times without the citizens of 
the county becoming notably alarmed 
or curious. 


Noble has not learned the fact that 


Breathitt county has undergone a won- 
derful change In the last few months 
and that the citizens are ready and 
anlous to uphold the law. Heretofore 
•when Noble killed his man he simply 
went to the home of his relatives on 
Lost Creek and remained a few weeks 
until the talk of his killing had die'd 
»ut, whtn he would return to Jackson 
end pursue the even tenor of his way. 


H*s Slain Four Men. 


Although only thirty-two years old. 


Noble had three men to his credit be- 
for the killing of Jailer Turner, a few 
weeks ago, and In only one instance 
did his crime excite the community 
sufficiently to warrant an 
Investiga- 


tion. 
He was treated leniently by the of- 


ficials In pbwer, and the jury wHlch 
convicted him said live years in th'i 
penitentiary was sufficient punishment 
for one of the killings, while for the 
Others he was exonerated. 


Noble started on h«s career of crime 


ten yearrs ago. when he attended a 
Christmas dance at tho home of his 
uncle, 'Squire J. W. Noble, near Jack- 
eon. The dance ended with the 'Squire 
arid George Fugate. one of the guests 
dead on the 
ballroom 
floor, 
while 


"Jake" Noble proclaimed himself the 
ruler of the house and slayer of the 
men. It was for this crime that Noble 
was sent to the penitentiary for five 
years. 


Just about that time Jim Hargis was 


becoming the political czar of Breath"- 
Jtt county, and he recognized In No- 
r'« s. splendid adjunct to his band. 
\Vithln a few months after being sent 
lo prison Noble was pardoned and taken 
under the protecting wing of Judge 
Hargls and Sheriff Callahan, both of 
whom had just''been elected to office 
In Brcathltt county. / 
Companion of NoUd FeudUts. 


During the next few years Noble was 


a daily companion of Curtis Jett, Torn 
White, John Abncr. John Smith, Moiw 
Foltncr and others, but he was never 
charged with any of the murders for 
which Hargis and Callahan and the 
others had to stand trial, although ft 
Is said he was In many of the plots 
alleged to have been batched to kill 
James B. Marcum, Dr. D. B. Cox and 
Jim Cockrill. Following the assassin- 
ation of Marcum. Henry Noble, a 
brother of "Bad Jake," who was in the 
employ of Judge Hargis, turned his at- 
tention to the prosecution of the al- 
leged murderers of Marcum because of 
his friendship for the dead man, and 
after that practically every member 
of the Noble family. Including "Bad 
Jake." was In disfavor with the Har- 
Rts-Call.-.han element. In fact, all of the 
brothers with the exception of John L. 
("Rat Ankle") Noble 
were regarded 


as bitter enemies of the feudal lead- 
ers. 


No glimpse has been had of Noble 


since he, fired the threo bullets into 
the body of .Taller Turner and the only 
word known to have been sent into 
Jackson by him'was to Sheriff Tom 
Hudson, who he advised to come well 
prepared with coffins for the accommo- 
dation of himself and every- member 
of the posse who might 
get 
within 


shooting distance. All four of the men 
killed by Noble wore related, to him. 
'Squire 
J. 
W. 
oble was his uncle, 


George Fusate a. cousin. Grant Holli- 
day, his third victim, a cousin, and 
Jailer Turner 
married a sister of 


George Fusate.

r'.al Aid society was incorporated In 
.900, 
with headquarters in New York 


cits-. .Backed by the Baron tj,e Hlrsch 
fund. It is in a position to play an ag- 
gressive part In the distribution of 
Tew?. When a Jew docs exhibit a de- 
sire to put behind «'m the brick wails 
and hot asphalt stiects for a II*1 which 
requires no commemorative booth on ti 
(.enement hou.se ton as a reminder of 
the occupation of his ancestors, 
the 


society stands ready to assist him. If 
he satisfies its officials of his capacity 
nnd his sincerity of purpose. ne ls 
then aided In the selection and pur- 
chase of a farm suitably located and 
money with which to make a start 
is put at his service. 


If the Jew foils as a farmer, it will 


not be for lack of thoroughgoing sup- 
port. 
In the course of the last nine 


years the society has loaned approxi- 
mately $800,000. of which sum consid- 
erably more than one-third has been 
repaid. In order that there may be no 
difficulty in creating the essential re- 
ligious and social conditions, as well 
as meeting the need for suitable land, 
it has adopted the policy of buying 
favorably situated tracts for subdivi- 
sion. In this manner the Jew may be j 
assured, not only of good land, but of 
neighbors 
congenial 
from 
essential j 


points of. view. A Yiddish agricultural 
paper is published and a system of 
Itinerant instruction provided. 
The 


editor visits the several settlements 
and .delivers lectures on appropriate 
topics. In the spring he makes a sec- 
ond round, calling- upon the individual 
farmers. In order to note their prog- 
ress and to Rive sucli advice about 
methods of management and cultiva- 
tion as may be needed. The society 
conducts a 
farm labor bureau, with 


the chief purpose of opening doors to 
opportunities for interested Jews to 
learn something about practical agri- 
culture before cngaginR in It on their 
own account. 
A system of scholar- 


ships has been established in order to 
enable children of Jewish farmers to 
attend the special short courses of- 
fered by state agricultural colleges.

Massachusetts and XDTTi 
Dakota, not to u en'lon others which 
doubtless have heen formed since that 
total was recorded.

these associations will have an edu- 
...tlonal value as a training school In 
self-government, for each member will 
have a voice in the manaccment and a 
personal interest In the common fund. 
It will strengthen the local communi- 
ties and instill In the members a spirit 
of self-reliance. The establishment of 
such a system should be of sreat In- 
terest to Americans, as it. will furnish 
an Illustration of a method of provid- 
ing credit for the farmer which bos 
not been tried In this country, so far 
as I have been informed*1.

The world at, large has heard Dr. 
Smith's preliminary announcement nnd 
awnlts with hope th<? result of Ills fu- 
ture Investigations,

will entitle him to be ranked with the 
greatest ot Philadelphia,^ great physi- 
cians and will reflect credit on the 
laboratories of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, where he ban labored. 


Through vivisection, another discov- 


ery lias been made at th>> Rockefeller 
institute which is likely to revolution- 
ize the treatment of certain diseases 
and save many lives.

WOMEN HAVE ALWAYS WORKED. 


(Arthur D. Bean In "The Worker and 


the State.") 


It Is popularly assumed that 
tho 


presence of women in industrial life Is 
a new phenomenon. But a 
careful 


study of their work from early times 
will show that women have always 
had their 
part. In productive labor. 


The different conditions of home and 
industrial life have brought about a 
change in the kind of work that women 
do, hut not necessarily any change 
in the, amount and intensity.

i early Colonia.1 days the women spun I 
the flax and wox*e the cloth; now she i 
tends the loom in the mill. Then she ! 
made the family soap; now she wraps i 
it and packs It in the factory.

.seen a. most interesting development of ' 
the economic condition of women.

the early clays of tho Eighteenth Cen- 
tury the primary interests of our peo- 
ple were asrlcuIUirp and commerce.

At this period the keeping of the 


home was a science and an art, al- 
though neither nne con.sciousli".

baking of bro;id: the carding of the 
wool and the making of the homespun 
garments; the raising of geese and the 
making of feather bed?. .Spinning and 
weaving, the processes upon which the 
making of cloth depended, absorbed a 
great deal of. ihe time of. the women 
and girls of the early Colonial period. 
At first the raw materials were fur- 
nished by the same household. I>ater 
some women spun the yarn only, sold | 
or bartered it to the middle men, \vh<» 
pul. it out aga.in to be woven, and then 
sold the cloth. 


Tho Colonial attitude toward wo- 


man's work was one of rigid insistence 
t h n t they he busily employed in these 


homo Industries. The court orders and 
laws had In them the spirit of the 
Puritan belief in the virtue of Industry 
nnd self-support.
